press a negative potential on the grid 
results In a reduction of the effective 
‘B‘ battery voltage or plate voltage by 
8 volts. 
“As an illustration lot us assume 
that a tube Is being used without ‘O’ 
battery and with a plate voltage (plus 
B) of 90 volts. 
Now if w t* impress a 
negative 'O’ voltag. on the grid of 
4% volts, that is, use a 4*4-volt ‘CT 
battery, the effective plate voltage 
(plus B) is not 90 volts, but becomes

To learn exactly to 
what 
extent 
certain birds are aids to agriculture 
and to determ ine w hether th eir good 
qualities overbalance the evil 
they 
do, the Biological 
Survey 
of 
the 
United States D epartm ent of Agri 
culture has for many years been mak 
ing scientific studies of their 
food 
habits. 
All that can be learned out 
of-doors by w atching 
the 
birds 
valuable, but the sure way of finding 
out w hat a bird eats is to examine 
the contents of its stom ach and 
to 
identify what is found. 
W. L. McAtee, a biMogist in the 
bureau, describes the method of ex 
am ing the stomach content of a bird 
“ It consists of washing all material 
into a 
white-lined 
tray, 
separating 
the la rg e r particle on white blotters 
catching the more finely ground food 
on a bolting cloth, tra n sfe rrin g this 
to blotters, and finally identifying the 
'component parts of the whole under 
a microscope. 
Identification is facil- 
iated by comparison with collections 
of seeds, fruits, insects, snails, 
and 
bones of birds, m am m als, reptiles, and 
am phibians; in fact, of all classes of 
objects eaten by birds. 
A card pre­ 
pared fo r each stomach contains 
full inventory of food item s and theii 
relative 
percentages 
by 
bulk, and 
w’hen a sufficient num ber of these in­ 
dex cards have been accum ulated for 
any species of bird the percentages 
of the principal items of food for each 
um fre gabo uutii nyf a l t n t 7 len-hd 
month are calculated, and the average 
for the season or year is taken. These 
are the figures quoted in official 
re­ 
ports on the food of birds. 
From the 
percentages and the economic value 
of the food items the utility of 
the 
bird can be closely’ estim ated ”. 
It is on the basis of such inform a­ 
tion th a t the Biological Survey 
has 
been 
able 
to 
com bat 
prejudices 
against certain birds, such as hawks 
and owls. 
The £harp-shinner, Cooper, 
and duck hawks feed largely’ on birds 
and are injurious. 
The g reat horned 
owl gets only poultry th a t is impro­ 
perly exposed at night, but is other­ 
wise beneficial. 
The rem aining spec­ 
ies of haw ks and owls, more than 50 
in all, have chiefly useful habits. They 
feed on a g reat variety of rodents and 
have a trem endous effect in controll­ 
ing the number of these pests. 
The 
barn owd is one of the most useful of 
birds. 
Large percentages 
of 
mice, 
rats, and pocket gophers are noted 
on the feeding cards, showing 
that 
the barn owl is constantly doing work 
of g re a t value to agriculture. 
Owls 
as a group have long been persecuted 
by man, but never 
has 
persecution 
been more unjust. 
When their num­ 
bers are greatly reduced in any com­ 
munity farm ers will be forcibly 
re­ 
minded of the fact by a g reat increase 
in the num ber of destructive rodents. 


Cows Harm Young Trees 
if Orchard Not Fenced 
If you are a live stock farmer and 
wish to plant a young orchard, be 
'«ure that It Is property fenced away 
from the cattle, says a writer in the 
Michigan 
Farm ei. 
Cow» 
like 
to 
browse on young trees, and will soon 
tear off all the tender wood on young 
apples. 
They will rub on the trees 
and break the limbs. 
This also loos­ 
ens the roots when the trees are new­ 
ly planted, and often kills the tree. 
When the neighbors have live stock 
which Is allowed tke free range of 
the roadsides. It Increases the danger 
to young orchards. 
Fences are cheap­ 
er than arguments and loss of friend­ 
ship, and it Is difficult to estimate the 
dam age from live stock among young 
apple trees, so the financial settle­ 
ment will be satisfactory to all parties 
concerned. 
Setting out an orchard Is an ex- 
perc-e ¡n nursery stock and labor that 
Is worthy of protection 
Every year 
that the land Is given over to young 
tree« increases their value. 
If the 
trees are not protected from the graz­ 
ing of cattle, the land had better be 
used for another purpose, for sooner 
or later the tree« are only dead stubs. 


Rape Pasture Is Useful 
for Fattening the Pigs 
Some years ago the Alabamn experi­ 
ment station fattened some hogs on 
rape pasture—Dwarf Essex—plus a 
mixture of corn and wheat shorts. 
The pasture provided one-half the ra ­ 
tion, corn and shorts the other half. 
Six 100-pound pigs were grazed upon 
each acre 147 days. 
During the time 
the pigs made an average daily gain 
of .7 of a pound and required only 
.14 of an acre of rape and 273 pounds 
of grain for 100 pounds of Increase in 
weight. 
One acre of rape took the 
place of 58 bushels of corn In this par­ 
ticular test. 
The green leaves of rape 
are, 
therefore, exceedingly valuable 
when used as a part of the pig’s ra ­ 
tion. 
These kinds of leaves—and rape 
and 
collards 
are 
kinsfolk—provide 
succulence, bulk and valuable nu tri­ 
ents to the pig in exactly the same 
way that they provide these three 
things to the members of the family. 


Hogging Down Com Is 
Successful in Dakota 
Ohio, Kansas, Nebraska 
and 
Mis­ 
souri experiment stations have been 
successful with hogging down corn 
and recommend it, but find that hogs 
do not make profitable gains on corn 
alone. They must have protein feed 
like alfalfa or clover 
pasture, 
soy 
beans or rape In the corn, or be fed 
tankage or milk to balance up the 
corn. 
Rape seeded In corn and hogged 
down at the South Dakota experiment 
station increased the dally gains of 
the pigs over 20 per c e n t The pigs on 
corn alone ma^'e a dally gain of 1.06 
pounds while those getting corn and 
rape made a dally gain of 1.28 pounds. 
They find that If tankage Is high in 
cost, cheaper gains may he made with­ 
out it, but a longer feeding period ia 
required. 


Tight Pack Obtained in 
Packing Barrel Apples 
A tight pack can he obtained In tha 
barrel of apples by thorough racking 
without the necessity for overfilling. 
It Is very common to see the barrel 
overfilled. This Is usually done to in­ 
sure a tight pa« k, but It does not ac­ 
complish Its purpose 
Usually It Is an 
Insurance that fruit will be bruised. 
A barrel which has been properly 
racked needs but little pressing and 
the fruit will be but slightly above the 
top of the barrel before the press Is 
applied. 
For the very tightest pack 
In the barrel rm k the barrel after pot­ 
ting In each half bushel.

teen Confederate states and approxi­ 
mately 1,000 other military personages

cession of men, horses and guns earn­ 
ing around one side, across and down 
tha other side. 
It Is said to have taken 22.000 drill 
holes to outline General Lee’s hat, the 
brim of which measures almost 84 
feet across

Once more a President returns to 
a “ new’’ White 
House. 
Since 
his 
exile early in March, Calvin Coolidge 
ha* lived for a few month* on Dupont 
Circle and for the succeeding weeks 
in the rugged hills of South Dakota. 
Now he re-enters the most American 
building in America, changed 
once 
again to meet the spirit of the cur­ 
rent day. 
The White House has 
been 
well 
termed a building of fragments. 
It 
has been burned once and reconstruct­ 
ed and refurnished so often that it 
is hard to tell where the work of one 
generation leaves off and that of an­ 
other begins. 
Yet these changes have

Increases Selectivity of Set 
by Reducing Losses in 
the Tube. 


Pointing out that It would appear 
that most folks arc at sea with re­ 
gard to the “C” battery, Lewis M. 
Clement, chief engineer for Fada ra­ 
dio, seta to work to explain what It Is 
all about. 
Explaining that a “< T battery In­ 
creases the selectivity of u set by re­ 
ducing the losses In the tube, “pro­ 
motes good quality or fidelity of re­ 
production by preventing distortion, 
and tends to extend the life of the 
tube by reducing the efToct of the ‘B’ 
battery," Mr. Clement atutes thut "a 
’O’ battery is primarily Intended to es­ 
tablish a certain negative potential or 
voltage on the grid of a detector or 
amplifier tube. 
’It Is not generally known that the 
plate voltage on a tube, or at least 
the effective plate voltage, Is material­ 
ly reduced by the u*o of a *C battery. 
An Illustration. 
“The average tub« o f the 301A type 
now used In radio bn« an amplifying 
factor of about eight to one, and 
every volt of ‘C’ b;ittery used to Im­ 
press a negative potential on the grid 
results in a reduction o f the effective 
TV battery voltage or plate voltage by 
8 volts. 
“As an illustration let us aaeume 
that a tube Is being used without ’O’ 
battery and with a plate voltage (plus 
B) of 90 volts. 
Now tf we impress a 
negative ‘O' voltage on the grid of 
4*4 volts, that Is, use a 4%-volt ‘C 
battery, the effective plate voltage 
(plus B) Is not 90 volts, hut becomes 
90 volts less eight times 4*4 (that Is, 
90 volts less 36 v o lts ) — and results 
In an effective plate voltage of only 
54. 
For 301A Tubes. 
“For normal operation of the 301A 
type of tube In audio and radio-fre­ 
quency amplifiers about IX) volts plate 
potential Is used and nt 90 volts the 
tube manufacturers recommend n neg­ 
ative grid bias, that Is, a ‘C* battery 
of minus 4*4 volts. In many cases It 
will he found that n minus 3-volt ‘C 
battery will give satisfactory results 
and result In more amplification or 
sensitivity 
of 
toe 
rudlo-frequency 
amplifier becuuse the effective plate 
voltage Is raised. 
The effective plate 
voltage Is then IX) volts minus three 
times eight (‘X* 24) or 66 volts In­ 
stead of 54 volts as worked out for 
the case of a 4*4-volt *C' battery. 
Another Means. 
"More amplification or more sensi­ 
tivity of the radh>-frequency amplifier 
can also be obtained by raising the 
plate voltage to 112'ia. 
The effective 
plate voltage Is raised and Is 112*4 
volts minus eLitf times four and one- 
half (112*4 
-W) or ”6.5 volts. 
“This additional Increase In effec­ 
tive plate voltage will, of course, in­ 
crease the amplification of the radio- 
frequency amplifier, and It Is evident 
thut if more sensitivity is desired It 
can he obtained by Increasing the 
plate potential from 90 to 112*4 or 
decreasing the *C battery from minus 
4*4 to minus 3, which Is consistent 
with the requirements for good qual­ 
ity or fidelity of reproduction."

Coating radio vacuum tubes with 
paraffin Is an easy method of silencing 
mierophonlc noises and other disturb­ 
ances to which some are subject.

Some years ng<i the Alabama experi­ 
ment station fattened some hogs on 
rape pasture—Dwarf Essex—plus s 
mixture of corn and wheat shorts. 
The pasture provided one-half the ra­ 
tion, corn and shorts the other half. 
Six 100-pound pigs were grazed upon 
each acre 147 days. 
During the time 
the pigs made an uverage dally gain 
of .7 of a pound and required only 
.14 of an acre of rape and 273 pounds 
of grain fnr 100 pounds of Increase In 
weight. 
One acre of rape took the 
place of 58 bushels of corn In this par­ 
ticular test. The green leaves of rape 
art, therefore1, exceedingly valuable 
when used as a part of the pig's ra­ 
tion.

MISSOURI RICE PROMI8ES 
LARGER YIELD THIS YEAR 


Poplar Bluff, September 23.—South­ 
east Missouri's rice crop 
will 
pro­ 
duce a good average this 
year, 
ac­ 
cording to owners of the various rice 
plantations throughout the district. 
A new rice eld, consisting 
of 
70 
acres, is 
located 
near 
Naylor, 
in 
Ripley County, and this is the 
first 
year it has produced. 
A. M. Hugh­ 
es and Charles E. Smith decided 
to 
give the crop a try-out in that coun­ 
ty last year, and prepared the 
field 
with 
automatic 
pumps 
and other 
equipment for cultivating the cereal. 
It is estimated that the yield will 
be from 100 to 125 bushels per acre, 
and Earl Davis is authority for 
the 
statement that the 
price 
for 
the 
grade of rice will be 
$2 a 
bushel. 
Davis, one of those in charge of the 
farm, says the cost of this year's crop 
will be about 
$4000. 
Figuring 
the 
yield at 100 bushels to the acre, 
the 
crop would be worth $14,000, or 
a 
profit of $10,000. 
The rice crop is on a level piece of 
land belonging to F. Crim estate. It 
is bounded on the 
west 
by 
Little 
Black River and from 
this 
stream 
water is pumped to inundate the land 
for growing of the rice. 
Other land, 
said to be suitable for rice culture, 
near that vicinity, 
will 
likely 
I k * 
used next year, the promoters say. 
Other rice fields in Southeast Mis­ 
souri indicate a bumper yield, 
even 
better than last year, when weather 
conditions were termed as favorable. 
The rice is maturing nicely and 
will 
be of excellent quality, according 
to 
the present outlook. 
II. N. Luddington, manager of the 
Masor. Rice Farms, near here, 
and 
also owner of other rice 
farms 
in 
this district, has 250 acres planted in 
this crop. 
Fifty cares 
are 
being 
dried out at this time, ready for cut­ 
ting. 
The balance of the crop is ma­ 
turing fast, and it will be the latter 
part of October before it is ready to 
cut. 


Rice last year averaged about 
55 
bushels to the acre and the yield this 
year should be materially larger, Lud­ 
dington snys.

Rice wus introduced into Missouri 
about 15 years ago by George Beg­ 
ley, Jr., who is the pioneer rice grow­ 
er of the Mason-Dixon line.

made a success out fo the crop and 
found that it grows very good in cer­ 
tain land this far north. 
Southeast Missouri rice is virtually 
all sold for seed, since it is free from 
red or volunteer rice.
